Malicious actors, (particularly Governments,) can create paired associations,‘ through eg. training 
programs, such as associating “Mexicans,” with Drugs or Terrorism. When the targeted actor 
encounters a Latino, that association will be triggered, unconsciously; and act as a substitute 
repressive agent. When a Government wants to enact a specific policy to target a particular ethnic, 
or social group, or initiate a holocaust, it can do so through substitute agents.° 

In this way Governments, or other malicious actors, can enact policies, indirectly, and 
absolve themselves for otherwise criminal acts, or violence; when they seek to target eg. a particular 
group. This is one way in which the Jewish Holocaust occurred. It is the same way racial 
discrimination works, eg. when a Latino seeking medical care in the U.S. is turned away, because

staff unconsciously has paired all persons perceived to be Latino as drug seeking;° disregarding any 
actual legitimate concerns, unconsciously, as a matter of disjunctive attribute reduction. Other 
processes, or combinations thereof come into play, such as hypnotism, and personality related 
typological traits, including affiliation, and reward seeking behavior, (as learning.)’ These programs 
can, and are tailored for specific social sub-groups; toward enacting Government policies. 
(Known as Political Warfare.) 

Particularly when used with a goal of regime change,’ in otherwise democratic countries. 
The response by non-aligned nations, lacking similar psychological warfare capabilities are usually 
authoritarian in nature; restricting access to Western Media, and change actors —to insulate their 
regimes, and culture, as a protective, defensive measure. These campaigns usually seek access to 
resources, including human, as cheap, (repressed, or unrepresented,) labor.° These disparate impact 
policies also serve to keep ruling political parties, and ethnic groups in power; when indirectly 
challenged for example, by asymmetric birth rates of a competing group, in a non-homogeneous, 
society.”

"Detections, discriminations and differentiations that occur in perceptual processing are 
influenced by the condition of the organism at the time the responses are made. One 
determinant that often causes the perceiver to select certain aspects of a stimulus field and 
ignore others is set. Set is a predisposition to perceive and act upon stimuli. We frequently 
distort the world in accordance with our needs and wants. Emotions are among the strongest 
motivators. Emotion-inducing situations can influence perception. Learning plays a role in 
perception since all biologic organisms are able to profit from experience. Our tastes in 
music and art change as the result of learning. In perceiving speech, we have learned to seek 
out the meaningful relationships among letters, words, and phrases. Perceptually, when we 
read we make responses to patterns of letters, which make up words, which in turn serve as 
cues for some object or event. A well structured stimulus situation needs only a minimal cue 
to trigger off a familiar perception."
